Assignment  Booklet  2B 

This  part  of  Module  2 focuses  on  choices — in  life  and,  as  a writer,  in  words  and  sentence 
structure. 

Section  3:  Choices  and  Preferences 

In  Section  3,  students  study  a poem  and  an  anecdote.  They  create  and  record  a free- verse  poem 
and  concentrate  on  writing  effective  sentences. 

• In  Activity  1,  through  the  study  of  Robert  Frost’s  poem  “The  Road  Not  Taken,”  students 
reflect  on  choices  in  life,  and  they  should  learn  to  recognize  many  devices  and  techniques 
found  in  poetry.  As  students  learn  more  about  poetry,  they  should  be  able  to  read  and 
understand  unfamiliar  poems  more  easily. 

• In  Activity  2,  students  read  an  anecdote,  which  is  used  as  a basis  for  creating  a free- verse 
poem.  In  the  Assignment  Booklet,  students  are  asked  to  create  a free- verse  poem  modelled 
on  the  one  in  the  activity  and  to  write  an  anecdote.  Review  the  assessment  criteria  with 
your  student  before  he  or  she  begins  these  assignments. 

In  this  Assignment  Booklet,  students  are  required  to  submit  a recording  of  their  free- verse 
poem.  If  your  student  is  using  a cassette  recorder,  ensure  that  it’s  functioning  properly  and 
check  the  cassette  before  it’s  sent  to  the  teacher.  If  your  student  and  the  teacher  have  agreed 
upon  some  other  method  of  creating  a recording,  be  sure  that  the  equipment  is  working  and 
that  the  recording  is  properly  made  and  submitted.  Your  student  should  also  listen  to  the 
recording  to  assess  his  or  her  voice  and  the  quality  of  the  reading.  The  recording  may  be 
redone  as  many  times  as  necessary  until  you  and  the  student  are  satisfied  with  its  quality. 

• Activity  3 focuses  on  writing  effective  sentences.  Much  of  this  material  may  be  a review 
for  your  student.  However,  if  the  student  is  having  difficulty  constmcting  correct  sentences, 
it’s  important  that  he  or  she  pay  particular  attention  to  this  activity.  Look  over  the 
comments  from  the  teacher  in  the  first  Assignment  Booklet  to  see  whether  your  student 
needs  extra  help  with  sentence  structure.  More  information  on  this  topic  can  be  found  in 
the  Junior  High  English  Language  Arts  Handbook. 

As  a Final  Module  Assignment,  students  are  asked  to  select  one  journal  entry,  revise  and  edit  it, 
and  make  a pohshed  copy  for  assessment.  You  may  wish  to  help  your  student  choose  a suitable 
journal  entry  written  for  Module  2.  Journal  writing  is  exploratory,  so  students  are  expected  to 
write  freely,  without  thinking  about  organization.  In  the  journal,  students  may  respond  personally, 
giving  an  opinion  of  the  text  and  relating  personal  experiences  and  observations.  Students  may 
also  respond  critically,  focusing  on  the  author’s  words  and  ideas.  Although  students  are  expected 
to  edit  and  revise  their  journal  entries  before  submitting  them  for  marking,  they  aren’t  expected  to 
transform  them  into  expository  essays  (that  is,  into  impersonal  pieces  of  writing  that  analyse  the 
text).  You  may  remind  your  student  to  first  review  the  assessment  criteria. 
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The  last  assignment  question  in  the  module  asks  students  to  reflect  on  what  they’ve  learned  in  the 
module.  This  sort  of  question  requires  students  to  be  conscious  of  the  knowledge  and  skills  that 
they’re  acquiring  as  they  proceed  through  the  course.  To  complete  the  question,  students  will 
have  to  review  the  module  and  consider  how  the  knowledge  and  skills  they’re  acquiring  will  help 
them  in  the  future.
